EMBASSY QUITO REPORTS THAT THE GOE MAY ADOPT A 
POSITION WHICH OPENS THE POSSIBILITY OF A NEW 
SOLUTION TO THE FISHERIES DISPUTE BETWEEN THE US 
AND ECUADOR. THE GOE MIGHT BE READY TO AGREE TO 
FREE PASSAGE BEYOND 12 MILES, TO CERTAIN TYPES OF 
INTERNATIONAL CONSERVATION AGREEMENTS REGARDING SPECIES 
OF FISH, AND FINALLY TO PERMIT US FLAG FISHING
